Eastern Manufacturers Seek 
Escape From Unions 


Massachusetts Shoe Man May 
Establish Plant 


Regards City as Ideal From 
Every Stand point 


Eastern manufacturers are cast- 
ing envious eyes on Los Angeles 
because of the comparative free- 
dom from labor troubles here and 


are beginning to consider the ad- 
vantages of this section as an in- 
dustrial and manufacturing center, 
according to F. G. Maicolm, shoe 
manufacturer of Haverhill, Mass., 
who is here conducting an investi- 
gation that may result in the re- 
moval of his large factory to this 
city. Mr. Malcolm, accompanied 
by Mrs. Malcolm and their sons, 
Frank E. and Coe C. and daughter, 
Miss Laura E. Malcolm, arrived 
here recently by automobile after 
an overland trip of thirty days that 
_ imeluded visits at all points of in- 
terest en route. 

“Intolerable labor conditions in 
the East caused by the unreason- 
able demands of the unions, espe- 


causing capitalists and manufac- 
turers to study conditions in other 
parts of the country,” said Mr. 
Maicolm. “Because of the success 
with which the open-shop plan is 

rating in Los Angeles and due 
to the remarkable market and 
prosperity of this section, Los An- 
geles offers inducements to the 
eastern manufacturers and capi- 
talists.” 

While no definite plans to re- 
move his large plant in Haverhill, 
which turns out over 1000 pairs 
of shoes daily, to Los Angeles have 
been put into effect, Mr. Malcolm 


said last night he is of the opinion 


that this city would make an ex- 
cellent location for a plant of the 
kind he owns. . 

“Bince coming to Los Angeles I 
have seen a spirit of growth and 
development that astounded me in 


spite of the glowing pictures of 


Angeles as the climatic, in- 
dustrial and social capital of the 
United States?” said Mr. Malcolm.” 
I am actually amazed at what I 
have seen here and I feel a pleas- 
wre in continuing my explorations 
of Los Angeles.” 

If Mr. Malcolm decides to lo- 
ente in Los Angeles it will mean 
that other friends and business 
@ssociates of his in Massachusetts 
will do likewise. They are waiting 
for Mr. Malcolm to complete his 
investigations and make a decision, 
he said. 


UTNIONS HURTFUD 

“The labor unions,” declared Mr. 
Maicolm, “have almost run the 
manufacturers out of Haverhill, 
Brockton and other shoe towns in 
the East. When we found that 
conditjons were such that our busi- 
mess could not continues to grow 
and prosper in the East, we start- 
ed to find a new location.” 

Mr. Malcolm’ enthusiasm for 
Los Angeles will be transmitted to 
his friends back East. 

“I want to locate here and I 
would like to see all of my friends 
—. * the climate out here,” he 


Los Angeles would make an ex- 
cellent location for a shoe factory, 
according to Mr. Malcolm.

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WASHINGTON, July 17.—Rep- 
resentative E. R. Ackerman of 
Plainfield, N. J., is back from his 
forty-seventh ocear® voyage, this 
time from England, with a gold 
medal as a champion stamp col- 
lector and an interesting story of 
King George's passion for philately. 
Mr. Ackerman. in Washington, 
where he is getting ready for the 
forty-eighth voyage, which is to 
be a trip to the Philippines, is ex- 
hibiting the medal presented him 
at the recent London exhibition 
for the best collection of 5 and 
10-cent United States stamps of 
the issue of 1847. 

The high light in Mr. Ackerman’s 
visit to London, however, was the 
reception tendered the exhibitors 
by King George at Buckingham 
Palace. It took place when Great 
Britain was without a Prime Min- 
ister, the interim of the resigna- 
tion of Bonar Law and the acces- 
sion of Stanley Baldwin, when the 
problem of selecting a new 
premier was up to the King and 
the chief concern of the British 
people and their government. 
Nevertheless King George spent an 
entire afternoon with the stamp 
collectors, interestedly going over 
the various collections submitted to 
him and exhibiting his own. 

According to Mr. Ackerman, an 
authority on philately, King George 
is a real lover of rare stamp issues 
and his private collection ranks 
with the best. Cabinet troubles 
failed to disturb him on that par- 
ticular day and he took great de- 
light in viewing hundred of pages 
of the pricelgss little colored en- 
gravings.

Buffalo and Den 
ver have had their vogue, twenty- 
two Buffalos and fourteen Denvers 
appearing in the Postal Guidw, 
while there is only one other Chi- 
cago in addition to the big city on 
the Lake Michigan. 

How well Frank Norris knows 
the peculiarities of the United 
States is illustrated by the fact 
that there is only one New Tork. 
one Gan Francisco and one New 
Orleans. Foreign capitels also had 
their adherents when towns wero 
in the naming. There are eightoen 
places bearing the name of Paris. 
eighteen Genevas, seventeen Ber- 
Uns, twelve Moscows, eleven Vien- 
nas and six Pekings. 

The similarity of prefixes 0180 
gives trouble and the situation in 
Pennsylvania is one of the worst 
where the “Greens” are popular.
